To the Hon. the Legislature of the State of Vermont, now in 
session: 


The Cammittee, heretofore appomted by your Hun. Body, to inspect the concerns 
of the Essex Bank, located at Guildhall in said State, respectfully makes Report. 

That about the first of March fast past, he, your Committee, inspected the con- 
cerns of the said Essex Bank, and from-an examination of its papers, considering 
that the corporation thereof had excceded their powers, and had failed to comply 
with the condition of their act of incorporation, directed Isaac Fletcher, Esq an 
attorney, residing in Lyndon, in the County of Caledonia, to file an information 
against said corporation, before the Supreme Court of Judicature in and for the 
County of Essex.—That after such direction was so given to file said information, 
a statement was made by your Committee to the Directors of all the Safety Fund 
Banks in the State, except the Bank of Newbury.—That in consequence of which 
statement and information, a meeting of the Directors of the several Safety Fund 
Banks was called and holden at Woodstock, in the County of Windsor, and an 
Agent appointed by those Banks to cal] on a Bank Commissioner, to repair to said 
Guildhall, and there examine into the concerns of that Bank, and to pursue suck 
measures as he should think proper. Bya reference to the Safety Fund Act, it will 
appear that the Commissioner has power to cite the officers of the Bauk before a 
single Chancellor, &c. Believing that every measure would be pursued necessary 
to secure the rights of the public, and the interests of the Safety Fund Banks, your 
Committee directed Mr. Fletcher to suspend the proceedings against said Essex 
Bank, until by him further required. 

On the 17th day of March, your Committee received a copy of the report of the 
Bank Commissioner, above referred to, [Mr. Hale,] of which the following is a 


copy?

the Bank of Newbury, to make a thorough inspection of the book's, papers, notes, 
and evidences of debts, asd compare them with the liabilities of said Bank, and 
having carefully examined the Directors and Cashier under oath, touching the 
premises, Report, That in my opinion, the concerns of the institution have, from 
the commencement of its operations to the present time, been conducted ina pru- 
dent, safe, and economical manner,—That it has at all times been, and now is, abun- 
dautly able to redeem all its bills, and outstanding liabilities, and that the Directors 
appear to have acted with due regard to the interest of the stockholders, and,the 
safety of the public. The debts due the Bank appear to be well secured, and no 
losses have been sustained. :

On the 19th day of March, your Committee was again at Guildhall fo examine 
the concerns of said Bavk,—and if the same bad. been managed as represented to 
the Bank Commissioner by the officers of the Bank, he could not feel justifled in 
prosecuting legal proceedings against the-corporation. The circumstances, under 
which the examination was made by the Commissioner, were such as to induce a 
belief that your Committee might have been mistaken in relation to the concerns of ` 
that institution. The examination was made in company with Lyman Mower, Pres- 
ident of the Bank of Woodstock, and Agent for the Safety Fund Banks, and Samuel 
Hutchins, Director of the Bank of Newbury, gentlemen perfectly well qualified by 
their connexion with bauking institutions, to make a thoreugh inspection, and to 
detect and expose any improper management ; but, your Committee. was induced 
by various reasons and considerations to make a second examination, which termi- > 
nated in a fall conviction that the cor poration had not complied with the conditions 
of their charter. ` The capital of $20,000 was paid in, on the 15th day of April, 1833. 
On the same day, about $17,000 of said capital was Joaned to the stockholders, on 
pledge of their stock, and the notes of the individuals, who subscribed for the stock ; 
there might have been the names of some other individuals, as security, besides 
those who took the stock; but from a minute made by me at the time, it does not . 
appear that any other signature was to either note, but of such as took stock. 


On the 22d day of April, $400 more appears*to have been loaned in the same 
manner as the above; and on the 6th day of May, a further sum of $1,015 was 
loaned in the same way: there may be possibly some trifling error in the statement 
of the exact sum loaned, but the above statement is made from minutes taken by 
me at the time—the names of the stockholder and borrower, and the sums borrow- 
ed, annexed to each name was taken from the papers of the Bank, except the last 
sum loaned on the 6th of May :—for these sums, notes were given, payable on de- 
mand—some of which had not been paid at the time of the examination. The 
banking room is in a wooden building, occupied as a store; and the place of depasit 
for the notes, bills, papers and specie of the Bank is a wooden desk. -The books of 
the Bank consisted of one or two sheets of paper pinned or stitched together.— 
From these facts, your Committee did believe that it became his duty to order an 
information to be filed against the said corporation. The proceedings having been 
suspended thereon, there was not sufficient time, after the second examination, be- 
fore the session of the Supreme Court, to give the notice required by law. No 
hearing could be had before the Court until March, A. D. 1836. For that reason, 
your Committee thought it most advisable to suspend entirely all further proceed- 
ings in relation to the information, and to submit the facts to the consideration of 
the Legislature. 


There were other transactions of the Bank which were considered by your Com- 
mittee as improper, yet not such as would in his opinion vacate the charter. The 
funds of the Bank appear to have been monopolized for the benefit of the officers 
and stockholders of the Bank. Inthe month of February, .1834, at a time of great 
pecuniary distress, a large loan was made to one of the officers of the Bank. Six 
hundred and eighty shares of the stock was owned last March by Norton, Carlisle 
& Co.—One of the firm is said to reside in Buffalo, one in the city of New-York, 
and one in the state of New-Hampshire. The manner of reporting their funds also 
leads to false conclusions. From the report of their Cashier, of the amount of their 
deposits in Boston, it will appear much larger than it really is. The Bank has 
been in the habit of reporting as deposits in Boston, notes of individuals, some of 
which were not due at the time they were reported as deposits. The sum of $3,300 
contained in the report of the Commissioner, is of that character. That was a sum 
made payable at the Market Bank in Boston, in four instalments, the first of which 
became due about the ¿20th of March—the other payments were on the 26th of 
March, 10th of April, and 20th of April. The officers of the Bank represented at- 
the time of the examination, that they were abundantly able to redeem all their 
bills aud eutstanding liabilities, and at the same time the said Bank was furnished 
by the Safety Fund Bank with funds to the amount of $5000 or $6000, to enable 
them to discharge its liabilities. i 

No express provisions appear to have been made, by law, for any compensation 
to the informing officer or other attorney, who may be directed to file an informa- 
tion against a Bank corporation, in pursuance of the provisions of the statute passed `° 
in reference thereto. Whether itis necessary or proper to make any such provision, 
or to leave the compensation as it is at present, unsettled, is submitied to-the wis- 
dom-of the Legislature to decide. . 


Mr. Fletcher, the attorney employed by your Committee, as above, was subject-

made particular examination into the subject referred to them by the resolution, 
and are not prepared to suggest any alterations inthe regulations of the prison, or 
manner in which the convicts are at present employed. The report, submitted by 
the Superintendent, which your committee have examined, is so arranged as to give 
all the information necessary in regard to the earnings and expenses of the several 
departments of labor carried on in the prison; from which it appears there has been 
a decided improvement in the finances, as well as the application of the labor of 
the prisoners.

The Superintendent of the Vermont State Prison made the following report and 
exhibit, which were read; 


REPORT. 


To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, now in 
session: 


The Superintendent of the Vermont State Prison would respectfully submit the 
following statement af the transactions of the prison, showing the amount of receipts 
and.expenditures, the number of convicts, the various branches of business carried 
on, the number of prisoners employed in each branch, with a general view of the 
fiscal concerns of the prison for the year ending Sept. 30th, 1835. 


That agreeably to the disposition manifested by the General Assembly at their 
last session, to diseonlinue the weaving of cotton goods at the prison, the Superin- 
tendent immediately on his return to the prison, turned his aitention to that object, 
and on the first of January last, the weaving business was wholly abandoned. The- 
Superintendent was aware that owing to the local situation of the prison, so remote. 
from large market towns, where mechanical work done at other prisons can be im- 
mediately cashed, that difficulties might arise~in obtaining labor for the prison on 
advantageous terms, or at least, on as good terms, as obtained at other prisons, ow- 
ing to the expenses of transporting stock to the prison, and conveying goods manu- 
factured to the market towns; it was the object of the Superintendent to obtain 
contracts from companies for the labor of the convicts, at prices stipulated per day 
for each prisoner, similar to the practice of the state prisons in New-England and 
elsewhere; but it was difficult to get persons interested in an undertaking, so much 
attended with risk, and so far from market. I am bappy, however, to inform the 
Hon. Legislature, that contracts have been obtained (without the expense on the 
part of the state, for transporting stock and work completed,) for about two-thirds 
of the number of the convicts, upon terms as favorable, I think, as at any other pris- 
on. In January last, a contract was made and entered into, by Mr. L.. Damon and 
others, with the Superintendent, for about 45 men, to be employed at the shoe-ma- 
king business only, at prices averaging at about 30 cents per day, for each convict; 
also, a contract has been made with Messrs. N. Kendall and Company, for 18 to 20 
convicts, employed at the manufacture of rifles; the company-have been to consid- 
erable expense in machinery, in erder to prosecute their business profitably. For 
the convicts, so employed io the rifle shop, the Superintendent receives an average 
price of 32 cents per day. The machine shop, for the mauufacture of Hubbard’s 


atu 
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Rotary Patent Pump, which business is still conducted jointly by the state and Mr. 
J. W. Hubbard, employs 16 convicts. The Superintendent receives for their servi- 
ces 30 cents per day on an average. For four or five of them I am obtaining 40 cents 
per day: and the convicts, 4 to 5 in number, at the coopering business, earn the state 
30 cents per day. The wheelwright, or carriage shop, for the past year, has been 
conducted altogether on account of the state. The amount of work sold has consid- 
erably incréased, and the prospects are very fair, that it will continue to be as prof- 
itable as any branch of business pursued at the prison on account of the state. T 
have employed from 15 to 17 convicts in the carriage shop, connected with the 
blacksmith’s shop, the past year. 

The General Assembly are aware, that in consequence of abandoning the weaving 
busisess entirely, the machinery attached to the weaving department, and which is 
laid aside, is reduced much in its valuation, and the committee appointed to ap- 
praise the prison property, has placed a mere nominal valuation to it. This, in my 
opinion, is very correct for them so to appraise it; but in order to ascertain, as near 
as possible, the earnings of the prison, for the year past, it was necessary to place 
the difference of the appraisal of this year and the past, to the credit of the depart- 
ment. : 

It is true, that the prices obtained for weaving for the three or four years past at 
the prison, has been most discouraging in its operations, and embarrassing to the 
Superintendent in its finances; but he believes he can safely report that the earn- 
ings of the prisoners, for the past year, notwithstanding new channels have béen 
obliged to be made for industry and labor, and all, as it were, commencing on new 
trades, still the earnings or avails, from the labor of the convicts for the past year, 
exceeds that of any preceding year, since 1832, by at least $3,000, and there is now 
no doubt but the prison labors will again soon be sufficient to pay the expenditures of 
the prison, and all moneys that may be drawn or wanted from the treasury. 

From the great use of the article of coal, the Superintendent was necessitated to 
put up, without the walls of the prison, a coal-house, the filling of which is done by 
a few convicts, under the care of’a guard. While the men were so employed, in 
the month of August last, one of the convicts made his escape, and notwithstanding 
the alarm was immediately given, and every exertion was made to take him, he ef- 
fected his escape. ; 

The conduct of the prisoners, for the past year, has generally been good, and but 
few instances of insubordination or violation of the prison regulations have occur- 
red. The Chaplain appears to possess a strong desire for their moral and religious 
improvement, and is exercising a very salutary influence upon their minds generally. 

The money received for admittance fees at the prison for the past year, amounts 
to $204 50, which is passed to the credit of the institution.

The committee appointed by his Excellency the Governor, pursuant. to a reso- ` 
lution of the last session, to revise the Militia Laws of this State, made the follow- 
ing report, which was referred to the Committee on Military Affairs : 


To the Hon. General Assembly now in session: 


- The committee appointed by His Excellency the Governor, in accordance with 
a resolution of the General Assembly, under date Nov. 6, 1834, ‘° That the Govern- 
or be authorized and requested to appoint a committee, not to exceed three persons, 
to revise the Militia Laws of this State, and prepare a bill, which may contain all 
the provisions necessary for regulating and governing the Militia of this State, with 
such improvements in the existing system as may be deemed necessary; and report 
the same to the next session of the Legislature,” respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


In the discharge of his duty, the committee has selected such acts, and parts of 
acts, of the existing militia regulations, together with such extracts from the regu- 
lations of other states, and combined them in such manner, with additional features 
and provisions, as, to bim seemed best calculated to accomplish the object of the 
resolution. 


After careful examination, the committee believes that the numerous exemptions 
for which the existing law provides, is one of its most serious evils, It can hardly 
have escaped the observation of any, that one important canse of the present low 
condition of the Militia, is the exemption from service of so many persons of the 
most respectable standing in the community, by means of which, the relative re- 
spectability of the Militia has been continually settling down, until, with too many, 
it has become a subject of wit and sarcasm—its officers a by-word, and service in its 
ranks, a sort of degradation. 


Another cause appears to be, the present practice of exempting from service, al! 
persons who have held commissions, and have been discharged, without reference 
to their time of service: by this means, the country is filled with ex-militia officers. 
Numbers get discharged without ever having performed any duty whatever, and 
still greater numbers, by the service of a few days,—whbile others are made to serve 
from twenty to thirty years. Those who are compelled to remain in the ranks, be- 
come disgusted with an unequal service, which brings them nothing but ridicule 
and bills of expense, and consequently every measure is resorted to for freedom 
from so onerous a duty.. In case of war, or other emergency, under these circum- 
stances, much of the actual physical strength of the country will be exempted from 
service; and the hardships connected with the military defence of the country, will 


. fall, of course, with still greater inequality upon the remainder, and that too, not un- 


frequently, upon a class of men, less interested in the welfare and defence df the 
country, than those who are now exempted from service. 


Recent events kaye convinced your committe, that all citizens should, as far as 


8 
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possible, be connected with the militia, in order to be best enabled to support and 
enforce the laws. Section 2d is offered as a remedy for these defects, by subjecting 
all able bodied, white male citizens to duty in time of war, and in some measure 
equalizing its burdens in time of peace. 


Sections 3, 4, 5 and 6, embrace substantially the same provisions as may be found 
in sections 4 and 5 of the act of 1818, but it is believed with a more simple arrange- 
ment. 


Section 7 contains the substance of sections 10, 11, 12 and 13, of the act of 1818, 
excepting that the several volunteer corps are, by the provisions of this bill, to be 
formed by, and under the command of the field officers of regiments, instead of the 
Brigadier General. No officer can take greater interest in the good appearance, 
and discipline of regiments, and of course of the companies which compose them, 
than their respective field officers; and as they are always at hand, and familiar 
with the situation of the different companies composing their regiments, they can 
more readily afford assistance when it is needed, and apply a remedy for any evil 
that may exist, than an officer who is far off, less acquainted with the situation of 
such companies, and who has indeed less interest in their welfare; and being at- 
tached to regiments, no particular laws respecting the government and management 
of such companies becomes necessary. Again, when brigade companies and regi- 
ments have been on duty together, the cemmanders ef such companies, not feeling 
themselves under the command of the commandants of regiments, serjous contro- 
versies and evils have arisen ; and in time of war, these evils would undoubtedly be 
still greater. This section is proposed as a remedy for these defects. 


The necessity for the provisions in sections 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13, will readily pre- 
‘sent itself. ‘They are substantially taken from sections 10, 11, 14 and 17, of the act 
' of 1818. 


Section 17 of that act is ambiguous, and has given rise to misunderstanding. Itis 
corrected in the bill, by specifying the arms of the different corps separately: 


In the existing law, the several duties of the same officer are expressed in so ma- 
ny different places, that unless an officer is unusually conversant with the law, he 
will frequently be unable to ascertain its requirements. This evil is avoided in the 
bill herewith presented, by arranging the duties of the different officers in order, 
after each other, and by incorporating all those of the same officer, whenever prac- 
ticable, in the same section. ` 


The provisions in section 14, will be found mainly in sections 3 and 5 of the act of 
1818, excepting the last clause. The committee would suggest that the present law, 
by which the uniform of the different corps is left to be regulated by the taste or 
caprice of so many different officers, is a serious disadvantage to the militia; and he 
fully believes that money enough is nselessly expended each year within the state, 
by the continual changing of uniforms and equipments, to pay the whole expense of 
the militia upon the plan proposed. These changes too, have contributed more 
than any other cause to break up, and destroy many of the first companies in the 
state. 

Some of the provisions in section 15 will be found in section 20 of the act of 1818. 
Phe committee would respecifally solicit the particular attention of the Legislature 
to this section as embracing the most important features of the bill. 

The want of an energetic system of returns and responsibilities, is, doubtless, one 
of the greatest evils of the existing system. Probably, no officer in the state knows 
the present number of the militia, or the situation of their arms and accoutrements, ` 
or the amount of money collected for fines, or the situation of the public property 
procured with such money. 


This section makes it the duty of the Adjutant and Inspector General to attend to 
this entire department; and his orders for this purpose are positive. The objectis, 
to bring the whole system under the direct supervision of that officer; and being 
invested with sufficient power, and personally acquainted with the situation of the 
different corps throughout the state, he can apply appropriate remedies for all 
those defects, which may exist, in the manner of carrying the militia laws into en- 
ergetic operation. 

The Adjutant General is also made the military instructer of the officers of the 
militia of this state. No system of laws will much improve the condition of the 
militia, while the officers remain ignorant of their duty. The dissemination of cor- 
rect military information among them, therefore, is a consideration of the highest 
importance. 

By statute 1834, the Majors of Brigade are made the instructers of the militia, and 
may command the Colonels of regiments. ‘This is doubtless an anomaly in milita- 
ry science. By this provision, not only a junior officer is made to command his su- 

erior, but it will most generally happen, he is required to instruct those, who 
pave had much more experience than himself. 
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If the money of the state is to be paid for the instruction of the officers of the mi- 
litia, it would seem best to ensure that of a high order, rather than accept that 
which at least it is doubtful. The first may be secured, by a judicious appaintment 
to the office proposed. ` , ` 

Another object contemplated by this section of the bili is, a perfect uniformity in 
discipline and instruction. Also, by bringing the officers of-every regiment in the 
state under the personal observation and inspection of the Adjutant General, it 
would enable that officer, in the opinion of the committee, to conduct the whole - 
system of instruction, returns, and responsibilities in a-‘manner most conducent to 
the interest of the state. ; 

Section 16 provides for the appointment of a Quarter-Master General, and speci- 
fies his duties. The bill contemplates two classes of returns ; oné pertaining to the 
troops, their arms aud accoutrements, which is under the ‘supervision of the Adju- 
tant General; and one, relative to the public property, in the possession of the dif- 
ferent corps, to be under the care of the Quarter-Master General. This section al- 
so provides for the distribution of the public arms. to the different voluoteer corps. 
The design is, toencourage volunteer associations, thereby to excite emulation, and 
a proper military feeling throughout the great body of the militia. In consequence 
of the active duties designed for the Adjutant General, and his personal intercourse 
with the different corps, perhaps, the duties of botir officers might be discharged 
by him, with advantage to the state, as is provided in this section. 

Section 17, in addition to the provisions contained in sections 3 and 22, stat. 1818, 
requires Major Generals to review. The design is, to create a greater interest in 
the good appearance and discipline of the militia, at least among its officers. 

Section 19 is analogous to the provisions of section 6, and part of section 23 of the 
act of 1818, with the exceptions before noticed. 

Sections 18 and 20 prescribe the duties of Division and Brigade luspectors, sub- 
stantially those, usually performed by them. 

- The three first classes of section 21, prescribe the usual duties of commandants 
of regiments—the Jast is offered as a substitute for regimental courts-martia]. It is 
believed that all the ends of justice will be as well attended by this provision, as by 
regimental courts-martial. These courts are necessarily more numerous, expen- 
sive, and vexatious than all others. Twelve or fourteen officers must assemble 
from different parts of a regiment, at great expense of time and money, to impose, 
frequently, a paltry fine; and that too, not unfrequently, upon a worthless person. 
By the provisions of this section, the punisbment will be made to fall directly upon 
the offence, avd that without trouble to the officers, er expense to the state. 

Section 22 may be found mainly in sections 3 and 22, act 1818. 

- Sections 23 and 24 specify the duties usually performed by Adjutants and Quarter- 
Masters of regiments, together with those arising from the general system of returns 
already mentioned. 

Section 25 is designed to guard against one of the greatest evils of the present mi- 
litia system. There can be no doubt that hundreds of athleGc, able-bodied men, 
by means of deception and misrepresentation, obtain certificates from surgeons of 
regiments, and are excused from military duty. This deeeptionis often a subject of 
boasting. It is believed that the oath will prevent the deception of many, and prob- 
ably the boasting of.all. 

Section 26 requires musicians to meet for practice. At officer drills, the whole 
regimental music is not required ; neither is the opportunity a good one for practice 
or improvement. 

The provisions in section 27 will be found mainly in sections 1, 8, 9, 13, 18, 19 and 
22, of the act of 1818, with a clause relative to the return of public property, and 
some others, embracing the usual duties of captains. ; . 

Section 28 is substantially the same as section 9 of the act of 1818, except the 
clause relative to fines and forfeitures. . 

Sections 29, 30, 31 and 32 of this bill, will be found respectively in sections 7, 22, 
15 and 16, of the act of 1818, except the last clause of section 32, which requires 
commanders of bands to make returns, instead of some general or field officer, as is 
required by the existing law. 

Section 33 corresponds with section, 17, act 1818, except the first.clause, which is 
left ont as being unnecessary—it having been before stated how the non-commis- 
sioned officers ane privates shall be armed. This section of the bill also requires 
company officers to be provided with arms as well as privates. _ 

_Section 67 renders minors liable for penalties, as well as parents, masters, or guar- 
dians. Many cases occur where minors have neither parents, masters, or guardi- 
ans; many Others, where the parent is a pauper.—In these cases, no suit would be 
effectual, according to the present law; but if the minor himself were liable, the du- 
ty would be performed, or the penalty recovered. . i 
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The existing law, relative courts-martial and courts of inquiry, is reported, ex- 
cepting the part relative to regiments, which has been already noticed. General 
courts-martial are also made to consist of six members instead of twelve. 1t is be- 
lieved that justice will be as much regarded with this number, as with agreater. In- 
cluding the s upernumeraries, required to attend these courts, the expense of them 
will be reduced by this provision. at least one-half. 

The present law, relative to the collection of fines and forfeitures, is also reported, 
except such parts as should be omitted in consequence of the powers given to the 
Adjutant and Quarter-Master Generals, which have been noticed. The existing 
law is explicit, simple, and already well understood; and, moreover, has this great 
merit, that it does not subject the prosecuting officer to a ruinous private law-suit, 


- while dircharging a public duty. 


The remaining provisions of the bill herewith presented, correspond with the pro- 


- visions of the existing Jaw, except such minor changes as appeared necessary, in 


order to adapt them to those parts of the bill, which have been already mentioned.

The undersigned makes the following report of his proceedings as Commis- 
sioner or Agent on the partof this State, in regard to the prosecutions had in the 
criminal courts of the Province of Lower Canada, for the purpose of removing the 
obstructions at the outlet of Lake Memphremagog. 
The case had been assigned for trial on the 2d day of February last. The prose- 
cution was by way of indictment for. nuisance against the proprietors of this dam in 


‘the Court of Quartér Sessions. It had been common for this Court to be held by 


the ordinary local magistrates, whọ were of course wholly incompetent to decide in 
any satisfactury manner, so important and difficult a question of international law. 
To obviate this difficulty, I addressed, through Mr. Peck, the King’s Counsel for 
that District, a note to the Attorney General of the Province, Mr. Ogden, request- 
ing his agency and co-operation in inducing the Governor of that Province toas- 
sign Mr. Justice Fletcher, an eminent jurist, resident at Sherbrook, to preside at 
thé sessions, during the trial. This, by the laws of the Province, was clearly con- 
sistent with the relations of the Executive to their Judiciary.» The reply, given to 
this request, was, that the reluctance of Mr. Justice Fletcher, and the difficulty of 
inducing him to yield that reluctance, rendered it impracticable to afford his servi- 
ces in conducting the trial. The consequence was. that this question was submitted 
to the decision of a jury, selected from the immediate neighborhood of the residence 
of the respondents, and who felt a deep anxiety to protect their neighbors from loss 


_ of property by reason of what they deemed foreign idterference. The case was fully 


made outin evidence, so far as it related to the injury within our territorial limits. 
No doub teould have been entertained by any unprejudiced mind, after hearing the 
testimony,that from three to six thousand acres of the most valuable land in Orleans 
County, had ben rendered entirely valueless, and the health of our citizens very ma- 
terially affected, by reason of the obstructions complained of. 


The authorities upon the question of law, whether an indictment will lie for erect- 
ing a nuisance in one jurisdiction, which produces its injurious effects within anoth- 
er jurisdiction, were very elaborately sought and collected, and presented to the 
court and jury. 

But the court gave no charge, and the jury acquitted the respondents almost 
without consultation. 

The dam had been erected almost forty years, and it was, of course, no very easy 
matter, to find testimony to show the exact state of the water, before the erection, 
on account of the lapse of time, and the paucity of inhabitants in that section of 
country, previous to that date. But all the witnesses who survive, were procured, 
and no pains spared to establish every fact which the Government of this State have 
ever alleged as a ground of complaint. 


In the course of the preparation and examination of this case, I have been at much 
pains that nothing should be omitted which I judged to be calculated to establish 
the just grounds of our complaint: and I am happy in believing, that the Govern- 
ment of that Province can entertain no doubt upon that subject. I give below, a 
bill of the expenses incurred, for the payment of which, it will be necessary that 
some provision should be made, as many of the witnesses are in circumstances of 
want, and I was under the necessity of advancing more than fifty dollars out of my 
own funds, before they could be induced to attend the court.

The undersigned, Superintendent for building a new State House, at Montpelier, 
would respectfully report, . 

That, at the time of his report of last year, they were then putting on the roof 
and dome of said house, which are now completed and covered with copper, in the 
best manner. g ; S 

The outside of the building is nearly completed, except the portico, which cannot 
be done until another season.’ ; 

The cold weather set in so early last fall, thatit was impossible to quarry but a 
small part of the stone for the columns and cornice of the portico. That part-which 
was quarried before the cold weather commenced, was drawn last winter, and is now 
nearly ready to put into the building. The remainder was quarried last spring, and 
I made a contract to have it all delivered by the 10th day of September last. The 
cornice stone are all drawn, but the blocks for the columns were so heavy, it was 
found difficult-to draw them on wheels, and it was feared the bridges would not sus- 
tain them ;—consequently the contractor has concluded,not to draw them until next 
winter. As much progress in finishing the inside of the building has been made, as 
could reasonably have been expected. . ae : 
`- The interior will be completed and ready for the use of the Legislature at their 
next session. 

I have received from the state treasurer, including what I have received the two 
former years, the sum of $72,655 45; add have paid out, in expenditures on said 
house, $72,455 30. There are several contracts made, which are not as yet com- 
pleted; and wher completed, there will be due, on said contracts, probably, six or 
eight thousand dollars. i 

I wouid respectfully suggest to your honorable body, the propriety of making, at 
the present session, a further appropriation; and if the graduation of the ground for 
the yard, and the erection of a proper fence around the same, be taken into the es- 
Haat, it will probably want an appropriation somewhat larger than the one made 
ast year.

As but partial returns have been made, your committee;have no data on which to 
ascertain, with accuracy, the number of insane in this state. But taking as data 
the returns in the other New-England states, as also those of New-York, where it 
is found that the average number of insane is about one to every thousand inhabi- 

. tants, we may calculate about three hundred in this state. And from the best in- 

‘formation your committee has been abie to collect, both from the returns, and from 
towns where no returns have been made, they believe tke above estimate will prove 
to be nearly correct. ; 

These victims of mental alienation are to be found among all classes of the com- 
munity, from the youth of five yeafs, tö those advanced to the age of seventy-five. 
Their condition in life, under this visitation of Providence, has been too long neg- 
lected. This long celay, with unkind and injudicious management, has, in many 

. cases, 8o obliterated the last ray of returning light, that curative treatment becomes 

useless. Some, indeed, by their friends, are treated with kindness and affection, 
and made as comfortable as circumstances will admit; yet, many, with the loss of 
reason, seem to haye lost every earthly friend—all kindred attachments, and are 
treated as mere unconscious animal existence. Some are suffered to wander abroad, 
unprotected and forgotten, and apparently unlamented—the constant scorn and de- 
rision of the unthinking: while others are doomed to oceasional! or perpetual chains, 
and imprisonment in cages and private apartments. Nearly one-third of the whole - 
number are under the care, and supported by the towns, who cannot feel—much 
less sympathize. With very few exceptions, no movements are made, or making 
for the restoration of these unfortunate beings; but an apathy, unworthy the occa- 
sion, has hitherto prevailed. E 


Although your committee do not find such an amount of wretchedness and misery 
among the insane in this state, as is diselosed in the reports from some other states, 
yet sufficient is developed to awaken sympathy, and enlist every benevolent mind 
for their relief. And since the statistics of insanity abundantly establish, that dis- 
eases Of the mind yield,even more readily to medical treatment than those of the 
body, and that, at least, in nine-tenths of the cases of insanity, the patient may be 
restored to the full enjoyment of his mental faculties, by the early application of 
judicious medical treatment, your committee cannot but think, that the cause of the 
pale commends itself, with peculiar force, to the favorable notice of the Legis- 
ature. 4

That said town was, on the land tax of 1807, assed $——: That soon after, a pay- 
ment was made by the collector, which left a balance unpaid of $124 53, and that 
in July, 1834, a further sum of $83.08 was received by the treasurer. Although 
the balance of the principal is but $41 85, yet‘the accumulation of interes is such, 
that the sum now due on the treasurer’s books, is more than $245 00, It is, to be 
discharged from the payment of this, that the petitioners pray. i 


It wiil be readily perceived, that from the lapse of time, little that is not matter 
of record can be known abaut the transaction—That the warrant was transmitted, 
and the tax duly coliected, is admitted by the petitioners. Bat they contend, that 
if the money never reached the treasury, they should not now be made to account 
for it. They showed, that had the town been,called on withinja reasonable time, for 
the neglect of the constable, he or his sureties would have been good for it; & that 
had the treasurer, whose duty it is made by law, to make an annual report to the 
_ Legislature of the balances due, so reported, it would have enabled them „to have 
called upon the collector. ‘These reports, required annually by law of the treasur- 
er, do not appear to have been made, excepting one in 1831, in compliance-with a 
special resolution of the House, of the preceding year; and in this report, no men 
Aion is made of this claim, nor of any others of an earlier date than 1826, although 
balances of an earlier date to the amount of more than $2000 then existed. 


The petitioners represent, that at the time of the assessment and collection of the 
tax, Elias Keyes was a principal land-holder in said town: That the constable paid 
to said Keyes, who, it was contended, in receiving the money, acted as agent of the 
treasurer, a sum, which, with the taxes ‘on his land, was the amount of the tax; and 
that Judge Keyes was to pay the tax into the treasury. And your committee are 
not aware that the town of Hancock had any knowledge of the existence of the tax, 
or their liability to pay the same, until the books and papers came into the hands of 
the present treasurer. Mr. Clark took measures to advise the selectmen of Han- 
cock of their delinquency, and requested payment,—issued his extent against the 
constable, which was returned non est inventus. This was in 1834. An agent of the 
town, with Mr. Clark the treasurer, called upon Mr, Swan, who admitted that the 
town ought not to pay the amount, expressing his belief that the money was in the 
hands of Mr. Keyes, but no admission of Mr. Swan is shown that he ever counte- 
nanced any agency of Mr. Keyes. 

After an interview between Mr. Clark, Mr. Swan, and the agent of the town, Mr. 
Swan proposed to pay one-third of the tax, and procure from Mr. Keyes the pay- 
-ment of another third, provided the town would pay the residue, and did pay the 
$83 08, before alluded to—the treasurer consenting at that time, to'close it, to re- 
linquish the interest. The agent, for‘want of authority from the town, at that time, 
declined doing this, but expressed his belief that it would be assented to. They 
however refused, and have petitioned to be discharged from the balance of the 
principal and interest. ft 

During the last season, in a correspondence between the present treasurer and 
Mr. Swan, the latter expresses his conviction that;the town ought not to be called - 
upon for the balance, and holds forth the idea thatthe will get it arranged, withont, 
however, making any engagement, which will legally bind him to pay it; and of 
late, nothing has been heard from him. No payments have been made, and the tax 
remains as it was before. ‘ i 

If this application was the only one, made to this House for relief, your committee 
would not hesitate to report conclusively upon it.. Butitis not. There are othets 
of a nature something siwilar,—at least similar in point of antiquity, although the 
reasons urged for the remission of the debts may vary Your committee, satisfied 
that the treasurer can better arrange them than they shall be able to do, and that if 
discretionary power is lodged with him, it may be exercised in such a manner as to 
protect the just rights of the state, and at the same time satisfy the debtors, have 
come to the conclusion to report, that it is inexpedient to act further on the peti- 
tion, than to give leave to withdraw the same, and to report the following res- 
olution : z:

shall have fall power to examine any of the officers of said corporation under oath, 
touching the receipts and expenditures of said corporation.”

the franchise, property, rights and privileges of the said corporation, by paying them 
therefor, the amount expended, in making the said rail road, and the expenses of 
repairs, and all actual expenses relating thereto; and in case at the time of such 
purchase, the said corporation shall not have received an income equal to ten per 
centum per annum on the original cost, over and above the charge for repairs and 
superintendence, and all other expenses relating thereto, the Legislature are to pay 
the said corporation such additional sum, as, together with the tolls and profits of 
every kind, which they shall have received from the said rail-road, will be equal to 
ten per centam per annum on the costs of said rail-road, from the date of the pay- 
ment thereof, by the stockholders of said corporation, to the time of such purchase.”

Monthly Meeting of Friends, praying the Legislature to take the subject of Intem- 
erance into consideration, and to adapt such measures as it may deem most expe- 
Bient for the suppression of that evil throughout the limits of the state, made report, 
that it is inexpedient to pass any law at this session of the Legislature on the subject 
matter of said petition, and therefore recommended the postponement of said peti- 
tion to the next session of the Legislature.

The Select Committee, to whom was referred the petition of four hundred and 
twenty females of Starksborough and vicinity—the petition of three hundred and 
thirty-two of the inhabitants of said Starksborough and vicinity—the petition of Row. 
Jand T. Robinson and others—the petition of William Eaton and others, and a reso- 
Jution relative to slavery in the District of Columbia, made report, that they have 
bad the subject matter of said petitions and resolution under consideration, and are 
of opinion that the prayer of the petitioners ought to be granted, and therefore re- 
ported the following resolution, to wit:

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The Select Committee, to whom was referred the petition of Amos Garnsey and 
others, and the petition of J. W. Ellis and others, and also the bill entitled, ‘‘ An get 
in relation to the rights of witnesses,” made the following 


REPORT: 


That they have had the petitions and bill under their consideration, and have giv- 
en to the subject, embraced within them, that attention which its importance seems 
ed to require. The petitioners ask for the passage of a law, providing,that no person 
shall be deprived of the right to give testimony ina court of justice, om account of 
his religious sentiments. The committee were first led to inquire into the charac- 
ter and extent of the rule, adopted by the courts in this state. excluding witnesses 
-by reason of the peculiarity of their religious opinions. To this end,ythey have care- 
fuily looked through the Reports of the Supreme Court, but have not been able to 
find any reported decision upon the subject. They learn however, from other soure 
ces of information, that within afew years, the Supreme Court, as well as the infe. 
rior tribunals of justice, have adopted a rule, excluding from the right to give testi- 
mony, all those, who do not believe in certain points of theology. It has been a 
source of regret to the committee, tha! cases of this character had not been report- 
ed, in order that they, in common with their fellow-citizens, might be apprised of 
the exact standard ol jadicial orthodoxy, and the manner of trying by it the reli- 
gious faith of witnesses. They believe that all the decisions of the courts of Ver- 
mont, on this branch of jurisprudence, have been made within the last fifteen years; 
and although it seems now well understood, that a certain religious faith is necessa- 
ry to qualify'a witness to testify in court, the precise character aud amount of the 
faith has uot been defined, or at least has not been promulgated. The earliest de- 
Cisions‘of the courts, that have fallen under the notice of the committee, required a 
belief in the existence of God, and of rewards and punishments in another life, to con- 
fer the right of testifying. As this rule, in its terms, excluded a numerous and re- . 
spectable sect of christians, it seems to have been soon abandoned, and the courts 
substituted in its stead a new rule of arthodoxy, requiring a belief in the existence of 
God and a state of retribution. This last rule again was narrowed down in its terms 
by the courts, for reasons that do not suggest themselves to the committee, and ac- 
cording to the latest decisions, a citizen, in order to exercise the rizht of being heard 
as a witness, must believe in the existence-of a Supreme Being and his moral govern- 
ment of the world. What constitutes a Supreme Being. within this rute, or in other 
words, preciscly what a person must believe, to become a competent witness, has 
not yet been announced by the Judges; and the subject. from its peculiar character, 
seems likely to remain in uncertainty. By the application of this religions test, 
Garnsey, the petitioner, has been excsnded from the benefit of giving evidence in 
court, and has consequently been induced, with a large number of his fellow-citizens, 
to apply to the Legislature for relief. - : 

The committee do not hesitate to avow their opinion, that in thus setting np a 
standard of orthodoxy, and trying the religious faith of witnesses, the courts have 
over-stept the bounds of their jurisdiction—have intermeddied in a matter in which 
they have no concern—have disregarded the plain injunctions of the Constitution, 
and have violated sacred rights belonging to the freemen. 


That every citizen in this state may hold any opinions, however false, absurd or 
fanatical they may be, on subjects of religion, according to the dictates of his un- 
derstanding. or the suggestions of mere caprice, is a proposition too plain te be ques- 
tioned. The constitution of this state has carefully guarded religious liberty from 
the “encroachments of bigotry and intolerance in those, whom the accident of an 
election may throw into the administration of any department of the government. 
The third article of the Declaration of Rights secures religious freedom to every 
citizen without limitation, and provides in express terms that no person can be 
abridged of any civil tight, ov accountof his religious sentiments. It cannot be 
doubted, that under this constitution, every citizen is at liberty to adopt or reject 
any and every religious doctrine, notion, and fancy, which faith has revealed, rea- 
son suggested, or fanaticism conjured up. He may believe in twenty Gods—in three 
Gods—in one God, or in none at all; and he cannot, for that cause, be questioned, 
or in any manner put ou trial. The courts, then, assuming to pry into the religious 
sentiments of citizens, and to deprive them of their right ta testify, on account of 
their supposed heresies, have, as the committee believe, departed from the letter 
and spirit of the Constitution. 


Aside from the considerations, snggested by the Constitution, the attempt of the 
Courts to establish a code of theological jurisprudence, is epen to insurmountable 
objections. In the first place, among the infinite variety of religieus doctrines, it is. 
impossible to determine which are right and which wrong. Atl reste in opinion; 
and the judges, if they should be able to agree among themeelves, are no better 
qualified to decide upon the hidden mysteries of religion, than the most illiterate 
person who may be produced as a witness. In the next place, if the judges ware 
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able, by some remarkable gift, to discern and distinguish orthodoxy truth from the 
many heresies that are current in the world, unfortunately, the subjects of religious 
faith are unsusceptible of explicit and iatelligible definition. This is emphatically 
true of the fundamental article jn all religion. The existence of a Supreme Being, 
first cause, original principle, power, or energy, by which the universe is upholden, 
js an article of faith, received by all mankind; but the essence, nature, and attri- 
butes of this being, cause, or principle, are topics of interminable and unavailing 
dispute and controversy. Divines and philosophers, after reasoning and wrangling 
to no effect, have been forced to admit that the subject is too vast and sublime for 
human comprehension. Can there be, then, in judicial practice, a greater absurdi- 
ty than a rule requiring beliefin a particular existence which no man can define or 
comprehend? But supposing that the courts were able to settle some intelligible 
criterion of orthodoxy, new difficulties arise in its application. In order to enforce 
theirrule, the judges must ascertain the faith of the person who is proposed as a wit- 
ness. This is the duty of an inquisitor, and not of a civil magistrate. So that our 
tribunals of civil law, for the purpose of ferreting out the heretical opinions of the 
citizens, are compelled to exercise the functions of an ecclesiastical inquisition ! 
In practice, the courts have been accustomed to receive the declarations of the wit- 
ness out of court, as to bis religions sentiments, but never to permit him to make 
any explanations upon the subject. Thus it will be seen, that the proceedings pre- 
sent the strange absurdity of receiving the declarations of a person out of court and 
not under oath, to prove a fact from which is to be inferred his unfitness to be heard 
in court and under oath. In all other cases of imputed incompetency, the admiss- 
jons of the witness are not received; the conviction of an infamous crime can be 
proved by nothing short of the record; the interest of the witness in the suit must 
appear from other testimonv than his own confession ; but such has been the eager- 
ness of the courts to give efficacy to their religions test, that they have broken down 
all the analogies of the law, and a hastv declaration, thrown out in the heat of dis- 
pute perhaps, or ina fit of melancholy, or in a moment of frivolity, is regarded as 
eufficient to render a man an outlaw for life. After the courts have received testi- 
mony of the conversatians of the witness, and have gleaned out of it his probable re- 
ligious faith or opinions, the next step is to determine whether they come up to the 
prescribed rule of legal orthodoxy. And here a wide door is thrown open to injus 

tice and oppression; for as the terms of the rule remain undefined, its application 
must be made according to the discretion or the prejudices of each particular magis- 
trate. Accordingly, although Garnsey, the petitioner, believed in a Power that sup- 
ports and governs the physical and moral world, yet he was rejected, because he 
did not believe in a God as the court understood the term: in other words, his God 
was not the God of the court; and therefore, he could not bea witness. Upon the 
same principles, the Unitarian magistrate might reject the Trinitarian witness, be- 
cause the latter, as he conceives, believes in three Gods instead of one. When it 
is borne in mind that there are within the state more than two thousand justices, 
holding every variety of opinion on religious subjects, each of whom becomes an in- 
quisitor over society, by the creation cf the religious test, the danger of perverting 
the judicial rule to oppression and injustice through ignorance or malice, will be 
manifest to every reflecting person, ‘That it became an instrument of wrong in the 
case of Garnsey, the petitioner, the committee are induced to believe, from a histo- 
ry ‘of the proceedings; and that it has not been used as an engine of extensive mis- 


chief, may perhaps be attributed to the general condemnation, whiçh the rule has | 


received trom the voice of society. 

The enforcement of a religious test bas never been attempted in’any other case 
than that, of a wituess. Every person, whatever may be his religion or his want of 
it, is eligible to the judicial office, and to serve asa juror. Is it possible to conceive 
of a more absurd system of jurispradence than that which allows judges and jurors 
to sit unchallenged, and try and determine a cause, wheu, if the same persons should 
happen to be called from the bench or the jury box to the witness stind, to 
prove some matter of fact between the parties, they must be immediately rejected, 
because their religious taita does not square with the standard of orthodoxy ? 

It is difficult to reconcile the rule of exclusion with the known practice of the 
courts in cases falling under a similar principle. The English courts admit to testi- 
fy, a South Sea Islander, although he warsbips a sea-bird ;—an East Indian is allow- 
ed as a witness, though the God of his idolatry is an image of clay ;—so too, it is no 
valid objection to the competency of a Pagan, that he adores an onion, a cat, ora 
crocodile. Yet the courts of Vermont, professing to follow a rule of English origin, 
reject the testimony of an honest and upright citizen, because he is a materialist! 

The committee deem it unnecessary to comment further upon a rule, founded, as 
they-believe, in gross error, and attended in practice with manifest absurdities. 

In the opinion of the committee, the case presented by the petitioners imperious- 


ly calls for legislative interference, If, indeed, it were true, that any particular re- 
hgious opinions are necessary for the exercise of the right of giviug testimony, it 
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would seem to be the duty of the Legislature to define the orthodox opinions by 
clear and precise enactments. The rales of evidence ought to be certain and fixed, 
and no administration of justice can be more intolerable than that in which judges 
assume to make and unmake the laws, according to the predominance of their ca- 
prices and prejudices. The unsteadiness that has marked the decisions of the court 
on this subject, and the uncertain, if not unintelligible character of their rules, pre- 
scribing a religious faith, would well justify, for these reasons alone, the action of 
the Legislature. But any attempt on the part of the Legislature to fix a standard 
of orthodoxy, would be liable to all the objections that apply to the present judicial 
rule. The only remedy, as the committee believe, lies in the passage of a law, pro- 
hibiting any inquiry into the religious opinions of witnesses for the purpose of effect- 
ing their competency or credibility. 

Doubts were suggested whether the religious sentiments of a witness might not 
properly be inquired into, for the purpose of impeaching his credit; but the com- 
mittee believe that the subject of religion is wholly unsuited for discussion in a court 
of civil Jaw, and that more evil than good may be expected from its introduction 
there for any purpose. Experience will attest that whenever topics of religious 
faith are forced into courts of justice, they obtain there little but scandal and dis 
honor; and in the fierceness of the controversy, they are likely to be treated with a’ 
rudeness calculated to shock the pious and harden the profane. - 

On the whole, the committee have concluded to report the bill entitled, “ An act 
in relation to the rights of witnesses,” and they recommend its passage as a meas- 
- ure founded in constitutional right, in justice and expediency.

The minority of said consmitiee of Insolvency made the following reportsaid on 
bill and petitions, to wit: is : 

That in referring the subject tothe Constitution, however it may be permissible 
by that instrument, your committee are fully satisfied that its- spirit is vielated by 
the contiuance of the present system of enforcing collections by restraining the 
body of the debtor. This practice had its origin in a barbarous age, and at a pe- 
riod in the bistory of the parent country, distinguished for arbitrary laws; and 
when the rights of personal liberty were deemed less sacred, than at the present 
moment, under our free and happy institutions. The only ground upon which im- 
prisonmoant for debt can be justified is, as the means of compelling the debtor to 
produce, in satisfaction, of the claims of creditors, property which he has secretly 
withdrawn from the ordinary process of law. Should this be found the most effi- 
cient means of answering the end proposed, without unjustly infringing the person- 
al liberty of the debtor, it would admit of apology. But in view of either of these 
considerations, imprisonment for debt is unworthy of toleration in a free and en- 
lightened commnnity. It confounds innocence with guilt, by inflicting the same 
penalties upon the unfortunate, as upon the fraudulent debtor. It deprives the for- 
mer of the means of payment by depriving him of his liberty; and finds no palliation 
for its continuance, in the belief that a system better calculated to accomplish the 
end proposed cannot be devised and adoptéd. ay ł 
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Under the laws of the United States and of many of the States, it has.ceased to 
exist, while the progress of legislation in others, tends to its final extinction thro’- 
ought the Union. In this State, although some of the rigid features of the sys- 
tem have been relaxed, and many of ita evils have been remedied by successive 
acts of legislation, yet same will remain until the whole is swept from the statute 

ook. - . 

Still, in the opinion of your committee, imprisonment for debt cannot be safely 
abolished, without simultaneously providing a substitute, which shall secure the 
rights of creditors against the stratagems of debtors in concealing their property. 
To provide such a substitute, and incorporate. it inte the body of our laws so judi- 
ciously, as to preserve the symmetry of the whole, and prevent litigation, would, 
as your committee believe, require much calm reflection, and a more thorough in- 
vestigation than can be given it, either by your committee or your Honorable body, 
at this late period of the session, amidst the multiplied objects demanding imme- 
, diate legislation. ; ; 

With these yiews of the subject, your committee would recommend that a com- 
mittee, composed >f one ar more men of judgment, discretion and legal abilities 
be now constituted, which shall sit during the recess of this legislature, whose duty 
it shall be to provide, and@ adapt to existing laws, such enactments, as shall abolish 
imprisonment for debt, and at the same time secure to creditors their just claims 
upon the property of the debtor, by punishing fraud and concealment, and that 
they shauld make a report thereof in season for the early action of the next Le- 
gislature. 

- his eourse your committee conceive would be the most certain to result in a 

speedy accomplishment of the object contemplated, inasmuch as we believe, that 
the greatest obstacte to abolishing imprisonment for debt has heretofore been, not 
so much a disinclination in the legislature toda so, as a want of time during one 
session to eter upon and complete a safe and salutary substitute. But should the 
course herewith proposed be adopted, a substitute, matured with the greatest care 
and the best talents and legal wisdom of the State, would be prepared, and ready 
for the action of the next Legislature, at the commencement of the sessidfi: _

‘‘ They find that in addition to two or three books of the description named by 
said Pettibone, the said Bank had a Ledger containing 48 pages of paper of large 
size—a book of transfer of stock and records containing 96 pages of large paper, one 
of which books was covered with pasteboard. They find that the said Pettibone 
was in errorrelative to the manner of said Bank’s reporting its funds, there being 
nothing in the manner, ‘ calculated to lead to wrong conclusions,’ so far as the re- 
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cent transactions of the Bank are concerned, and, in relation to certain statements 
of which said Pettibone complained, your committee could not determine, as they 
were not furnished with suflicient evidence upon which to found an opinion. 

‘‘ They find that the charge that ‘ the funds of the Bank had been monopolized 
for the benefit of the effcers and steckholders,’ is but partially sustained. 

“ They also, in compliance with a more recent resolution of the House, report, 
that relying upon the accuracy and truth of the reports of the Bank Commissioners, 
Mr. Hale and Mr. Campbell, as well as that of said Pettibone, recently made to 
this House, they hesitate not to express the opinion, that the institution is perfect- 
ly solvent.”
